Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 


I  have  the  honour  to  present  the  Annual  Report  of  the  Public  Health 
Services  for  the  year  1964* 


The  statistics  indicate  an  increase  in  population^  ^10  persons * 

The  natural  increase,  which  is  the  excess  of  births  over  deaths ,  was  78® 
The  birth  rate  increased  and  the  death  rate  was  fortunately  low.  There 
was  only  one  infant  death  and  there  were  five  stillbirths®  There  were

Much  of  the  work  has  been  concerned  with  the  major  effort  which  the 
Council  is  making  in  the  sewering  of  main  villages  in  the  district  and 
preparation  for  housing  of  population  for  the  Greater  London  Council, 


notably  in  Great  Cornard, 


Fortunately  at  Great  Cornard  the  problems  of  modern  dwellings  at 
relatively  high  density,  with  septic  tank  drainage  only  began  to  show 
themselves  at  a  time  when  the  main  drainage  was  coming  into  use,  otherwise 
there  could  have  been  formidable  difficulties® 


More  and  more  we  come  to  realise  in  the  Rural  District  that  septic 
tanks,  connected  to  groups  of  modern  or  modernised  properties  are  liable 
to  create  problems  to  owners  and  to  the  district  authority.  It  does 
appear  that,  except  where  septio  tanks  are  set  in  the  most  favourable 
land  conditions,  the  quantities  of  water  used  in  a  modem  dwelling  tend 
to  "drown"  a  septic  tank® 


Some  difficulties  are  also  beginning  to  arise  in  the  disposal  of 
cesspool  contents  and  also  sludge  from  sewage  disposal  works,  on  to  land. 
There  are  now  fewer  outlets  for  these  human  waste  products  in  agriculture. 
In  health  matters  cesspool  contents  can  be  a  source  of  occasional  nuisance, 
and  persons  concerned  with  good  animal  husbandry  rightly  regard  untreated 
sludge  with  the  deepest  suspicion® 


/For  these 
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Fur  those  reasons  X  an  pleased  that  the  Council  is  investigating  the 
possibility  of  processing  sludge  to  make  a  harmless  and  possibly  a  useful 
end— produce ?  and  tne  adaptation  of  sewage  disposal  works  for  the  acceptance 
of  some  cesspool  contents « 

I  hope  the  day  is  not  long  delayed  when  the  provision  of  drainage 
for  a  modern  dwelling  by  means  of  a  closed  cesspool  will  be  totally 
inacceptable. 

I  am  grateiul  wo  the  Chairman  of  the  Council ?  the  Chairman  and  Members 
of  the  Public  Health  Committee  and  other  Members  of  the  Council  for  their 
understanding.  I  would  like  to  thank  Mr. J. A. Shaw,  the  Clerk  of  the 
Council ,  Hr. J. A eEo Burrows ?  the  Surveyor  &  Senior  Public  Health  Inspector 
and  nis  staff,  and  tne  staff  in  other  Council  departments  for  their  help 
to  me.  during  the  year.

Consultant  Engine ers_ who  have  given  much  valued  technical  advice  on
